if it had been destroyed by an explo- 
sion of dynamite? 

Undoubtediy there 
very large’ increase’ in 
mand for money. Some of 
gold standard friends that 
this demand is satisfied 
with a fixed supply of money, because 
“money is not consumed in the using.” 
The fact that money is not consumed 
in the using is a commonplace tru- 
ism on the face of it, but some of our 
gold standard friends interpret it to 
mean that the same dollar can be in 
the hands of half a dozen men at the 
same time. 

The Journal of Commerce, however, 
faces the facts, and remarks that, al- 
though there has been a very large in- 
crease in the demand for actual money 
to be used in settlement of transactions 
and in payment of wates, “the ex- 
pansion in the volume of the circulat- 
jing medium has not been at all com- 
mensurate w:th the increase of trade 
transactions and the rise in values, 
and hence a relative scarcity in those 
forms of currency’’—that is to say, 
paper and silver, which ‘are express- 
ly needed” in the retail branches of 
trade and for the payment of wages. 

“And hence a relative searcity” of 
monev. The cautious and conserva- 
tive reader will lean warmly to this 
word “relative.” Observe its prudence, 
its modesty, and its scientific vaiue. It 
is much used by young men in college 
who have been decoyed into the sup- 
port of theories and assumptions which 
are put forth, primarily as “working 
points” but which soon come to be 
accepted as facts by the unthinking. 
“Relative” is a very good word, in- 
deed. like “Mesopotamia” it will fetch 
tears from those who approach it in 
the proper frame of mind.
